1.  — Instituted  in  1774  for  the  Medical  and  Surgical 
relief  of  the  sick  poor. 

2.  — Under  Royal  Patronage  almost  from  its 
foundation.  In  1839  the  Secretary  wrote  to  Queen 
Victoria  for  assistance  in  repairing  the  premises  and  Her 
Majesty  responded  with  a  generous  donation  of  £50. 
Her  Majesty  was  also  instrumental  in  obtaining  the 
patronage  of  H.M.  the  King  of  the  French  (Louis 
Philippe)  in  1844. 

3.  — The  oldest  Dispensary  save  one  in  the  metropolis. 

4.  — Unendowed  and  entirely  dependent  upon 
voluntary  contributions. 

5.  — Unrestricted  as  to  the  locality  whence  the 
patients  are  admitted. 

6.  — The  Parent  Institution  of  the  St.  George’s  and 
St.  James’s  Dispensary,  which  was  an  off-shoot  of  the 
Westminster  General  Dispensary  in  1845,  returning  to 
the  fold  on  January  1st,  1907. 

7.  — Representing  the  Out-patient  department  of  the 
Hospitals,  it  also  affords,  especially  to  the  aged  and 
infirm,  and  to  women  and  their  little  children,  the 
inestimable  advantage  of  the  home  visits  of  the  Resident 
Medical  Officer. 

8.  — Supported  by  the  Corporation  of  London,  several 
of  the  City  Liveried  Companies,  the  Hospital  Sunday 
Fund,  the  Hospital  Saturday  Fund,  and  "Alexandra 
Day”  Fund. 

It  is  said  that  the  premises  of  the  Dispensary  were 
originally  known  as  the  “Turk’s  Head,”  much 
frequented  by  Dr.  Samuel  Johnson  during  the  last  ten 
years  of  his  life  ;  and  his  chair  is  still  used  by  the 
Chairman  of  this  Institution.

The  Committee  record  with  deep  regret  the  loss 
the  Institution  has  sustained  through  the  death  ot 
His  Majesty  King  George  V,  who  displayed  his 
interest  in  the  Charity  by  bestowing  upon  it  his 
Patronage  and  support. 

1.  _ The  Board  of  Management  have  pleasure  in 

presenting  to  the  Governors  and  Subscribers  then 
163rd  Report. 

2.  _ The  past  year  has  been  one  of  prosperity  and 

a  source  of  great  satisfaction  to  the  Committee.  The 
steady  increase  in  the  work  of  the  Charity  being 
largely  due  to  the  constant  care  and  attention  of 
the  Honorary,  Medical  and  Surgical  Staff;  and  the 
Committee  desire  to  extend  their  warmest  thanks  to 
them. 

3.  _ The  Institution  is  identical  in  every  way  with 

the  Out-Patients’  Departments  of  the  Hospitals,  and: 
one  of  the  most  important  features  of  the  work  of 
the  Charity  is  the  Home  Visits  made  by  its  Resident 
Medical  Officer  to  those  cases  whose  condition  pre¬ 
vents  their  attendance  at  the  Dispensary,  and  it  is 
impossible  to  emphasize  too  greatly  the  real  value  of 
this  special  service. 

4.  _ Working-men,  unable  to  attend  during  the  day, 

are  seen  on  Tuesday  evenings  at  8  p.m.,  and  Dental 
cases  on  Thursdays  at  noon. 

The  London  Countv  CounciPs  Clinics  for  School 
Children  (Soho  School  Treatment  Centre)  established 
in  1916,  for  the  treatment  of  Dental  and  Ophthalmic 
cases,  continue  their  excellent  work,  and  are  much 
appreciated. 
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5.  — The  Nurses  of  the  Metropolitan  District 
Nursing  Association  have,  as  in  previous  years, 
rendered  efficient  service  to  the  Dispensary. 

6.  — The  House  Surgeon,  Dr.  T.  I.  Hughes,  has 
been  re-elected  for  a  further  term  of  twelve  months, 
and  the  Committee  desire  to  acknowledge  the  skill 
and  ability  with  which  he  carries  out  his  duties.

8.  — The  Committee  regret  to  announce  the  death  of 
Mr.  Alfred  Pairpoint,  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Management  for  over  38  years,  and  reference  is 
made  with  much  regret  to  the  death  of  Mr.  Towns- 
head  Evelyn  Boscawen,  Treasurer  and  Trustee  to  the 
Charity  for  a  period  of  eighteen  years ;  Mr. 
Boscawen,  who  was  a  generous  subscriber,  took  a 
keen  interest  in  the  proceedings  and  in  the  welfare 
of  the  Institution. 

The  Committee  have  also  to  record  with  regret  the 
death  of  Mr.  T.  H.  Shardlow,  one  of  their  number 
since  1932,  who  rendered  valuable  services  as  a 
member  of  the  Finance  Committee.
